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FAR back into the years, strange and 
unexplained things have been happen- 
ing—things for which science has come 
up with no logical, physical explanation. 
These weird mysteries have been enough 
to drive the average scholar crazy. There 
have been eerie materials falling from the 
sky, including blood, decomposed flesh 
and other matter which was never scien- 
tifically identified. There have even been 
instances in which objects did not fall, 
but which rose from the earth to vanish 
forever! 

For example, in 1882, a man named 
Adrian Arcelin was supervising an exca- 

■ 

vation near the village of De Solutre, in 
France. The day was described as clear, 
perfect and superbly without a trace of 
breeze. Quite suddenly, several dozen 
sheets of wrapping paper rcse from the 
ground within a few feet of Arcelin and 
twelve workmen, hone of whom felt the 
slightest hint of wind. As they watched, 
a strong but invisible force seized the 
sheets and carried them a!oft, although 
nothing else was disturbed in the vicinity. 
Upward the paper sailed, straight as a 
string, finally to disappear from view. If 
the force was not wind — and there definite- 
ly was no sign of wind — then what carried 
the sheets of paper away without even 
stirring a grain of dust? Nobody seems 
to know. 

In England, a similar force swooped 
down out of a cloudless, windless sky in 
1875. Whatever this invisible power could 
have been, it seized on a fishing vessel 
and raised it so far out of the water that 
when the craft presently fell back again, 



it sank. Several other fishing boats were 
in the vicinity and they had to row across 
the calm water to rescue the survivors of 
the sunken vessel — which seems to be ad- 
ditional proof that there was no wind, 
otherwise the rescuers would have used 
their sails rather than their oars. What was 
it that lifted the ship far into the air, then 
dropped it back again? The question re- 
mains unanswered! 

An episode in 1880 concerns two cit- 
izens of East Kent, Ohio, who saw stones 
suddenly shoot upward from an open field. 
The stones kept going up and never came 
down, so far as anybody ever discover- 
ed. Nobody ever discovered^ what sent 
them into the air, either. 

Professor Paroisse, of the French college 

9 

of Bar-sur-Aube, is the authority for the 
statement that on May 22, 1886, the sky 

was cloudless and there was no wind. Des- 
pite this calm atmosphere, several bas- 
kets of ashes, together with a heavy win- 
dow frame, were abruptly plucked up from 
a spot in the college garden. They rose 

9 

to a height of approximately forty feet, 
hovered there for a few minutes and then 
drifted slowly downward again. They didn't 
fall; they DRIFTED. And when they land- 
ed, they were in the precise positions where 
they had originally been. Two others of the 
college faculty corroborated the profes- 
sor's statement, but they did not try to. 
explain it, even though they saw it happen. 
Then there is the case of the farmer 
and his three sons who were pulling corn 
at Edina, Missouri, on November 23, 1886. 
Something like lightning flashed from the 
sky without warning. The farmer was slight- 



ly injured. One son was killed instantly; 
another was seriously hurt. All of which 
sounds as if it might really have been a 
bolt of lightning, except for one unexplain- 
ed fact: The third son disappeared in the 
blinding flash. Not a single trace of him 
remained the next instant — and no trace 
of him was ever found 1 

For another bewildering occurrence, let's 
take the astonishing case of a "birdstorm" 
which fell on Baton Rouge, Louisiana, one 
summer day in 1896. From a clear sky 
there suddenly descended on the city's 
streets a deluge of hundreds of dead birds, 
including wild ducks, catbirds, woodpeck- 
ers and many birds of strange plumage 
unknown to North America. What killed 
these birds? Had a storm carried them to 
Louisiana from some distant place? There 
were no weather reports of storms within 
a thousand miles of Baton Rouge during 
the preceding week. What is more, the 
birds dropped out of a completely clear 
sky at a time when not a trace of wind

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A similar instance occurred in April of 
1869 in the town of Autriche, Indre-et- 
Loire, France. In this case the fall consist- 
ed cf vast quantities of oak leaves which 
fell to an enormous depth from a similarly 
clear, windless sky. The leaves were large, 
fresh and green; full-grown leaves at a 
time when the oaks of France were just 
beginning to be clothed in new, small 
leaves. Where did these full-grown leaves 
come from? Why did they fall in one re- 
stricted area? No one knows. 

Red rains have been reported on num- 
berless occasions; and in some instances 
the crimson substance was analyzed chem- 
ically and found to contain blood cor- 



puscles. The fall of red snow near the 
Crystal Palace, London, in March, 1876, 
upon examination contained both vege- 

■ 

table cells and animal blood. 

In Wilson County, Tennessee, another 
rain of blood descended; but this time 
accompanied by chunks of PUTRESCENT 
FLESH! And, again, at Amherst, Massachu- 
setts, something fell in vast quantities from 
a clear sky — some substance covered with 
a sort of nap resembling milled cloth. When 
this nap was peeled off, a brownish, pulpy 
substance was disclosed which turned 
bright red on exposure to the air, at the 
same time emitting a noxious odor. No 
scientist ever succeeded in identifying the 
nature of the material. In fact, it was ex- 
tremely difficult to examine because of 
its smell and because it rapidly absorbed 
moisture from the atmosphere, becoming 
liquid within a short time and then evap- 
orating. 

Matching, and perhaps surpassing this 
mystery, was an event called the "Ken- 
tucky Phenomenon" — a fall of various sized 
flakes in March, 1876, at Olympian Springs, 
Bath County, Kentucky. These flakes fell 
from a clear sky in a thick shower upon a 
narrowly localized area, covering the 
ground as well as trees and fences. The 
material descended in bits, one, two and 
three inches square. And under every pos- 
sible test it resembled nothing except 
FLAKES OF DRIED BEEF! But several doz- 
en cows would have had to be slaughtered 
to make that much beef. Where were those 
slaughtered cows? How was the meat 
dried? No packing house reported a loss 
by storm; .no herds of cattle had been 
decimated. Dried beef cut of a clear sky. 
No one could figure it out; you'll have 
to furnish your cwn explanation.
